Almost 170 Adair County 
teenagers completed a major 
life milestone Friday evening 
when they walked across the 
stage at John Burr Memorial 
Gymnasium to receive their 
high school diplomas from 
Adair Schools Supt. Alan 
Reed. Several students and a 
few administrators spoke at the 
event, including valedictorian 
Sarah McQuaide and 
salutatorian Brittany Curry. 

McQuaide spoke of success, 
and the bright prospects her 
and her classmates possess for 
obtaining it.

Black Bear In Adair County 

Multiple Sightings Reported Sunday, Monday

An unexpected visitor to this community quickly rose to fame this week and every reported 
sighting of the individual added to its legend. 

Reports began coming in Sunday afternoon as several citizens claimed to have seen a small black 
bear on Ky. 55 South, just a few miles outside of the Columbia city limits. The iconic animal 
surfaced again Monday on the opposite side of town, in the Egypt community on Knifley Road, 
when Jill Harvey spotted the beast in her yard. 

“It scared me,” Harvey says. “It wasn’t very far away—close enough that I could have tossed, not 
even thrown, a rock at it. It wasn’t running or anything, just grazing through. You get startled when 
you see something like that.” 

With her cellphone in hand, Harvey snapped a picture of the bear to prove its existence in the area. 
“No one believes you when you call and say you’ve seen a bear,” Harvey jokes. “Luckily, I have a 
picture.” 

Harvey’s husband, James, watched the bear move through the rural neighborhood for more than an 
hour.

Fiscal Court 
Focuses on 
Finance

A plethora of peripheral top¬ 
ics peppered Tuesday night’s 
regularly scheduled June meet¬ 
ing of the Adair County Fiscal 
Court, but one common theme 
held firm throughout the vari¬ 
ous discussions. 

“You can’t keep the same 
budget, offering the same serv¬ 
ices, and not increase 
revenue,” Judge-Executive 
Michael Stephens said. “The 
message I’m sending is, can 
we be more proactive? What 
we can do to increase 
revenue?” 

A scheduled action item 
approving a second reading of 
the 2015/2016 Fiscal Year 
budget was tabled in order to 
give magistrates more time to 
examine the document line-by- 
line for any hint of savings or 
revenue increases, but the tight 
squeeze that appears imminent 
factored in to the other major 
decisions made during the two 
and one half hour meeting. 

Perhaps the most contentious

I’m going to be honest with you guys; 
sometimes this job wears me down. The routine of 
covering the same meetings and events, day after 
day, week after week, month after month, year 
after year can sometimes become dull. However, 
this drudgery is worth it, to me at least, because of 
the occasions that sometimes pop up-seemingly 
out of nowhere-when I get to cover a story that I 
don’t have marked on my calendar weeks in 
advance. That was the case this week, when it 
seemed like everything anyone wanted to talk to 
me about was a bear that was roaming through the 
community. Without a proclamation or executive 
order of any kind, this became Bear Week in Adair 
County. 

At first, you see, I kind of thought the story was 
silly. Yeah, a bear is here, big deal. As the week 
progressed, however, I became amused at how 
interested in this story people were. Something 
about this bear really struck a cord with the people 
here. They were far more interested in talking 
about the bear than anything going on in sports or 
local government. By the time I interviewed Brian 
Gray with the Dept, of Fish and Wildlife Tuesday 
afternoon, I had caught Bear Fever as well. I 
briefly considered abandoning my duties here at 
The Progress to go looking forthe bear, maybe for 
a one-on-one interview, using my latent, but surely 
exquisite tracking skills, but I eventually 
reconsidered. This whole ordeal brings to mind 
my first and only experience with a real, live bear, 
at least outside of a zoo. 

When I was probably 10 years old, my family— 
Mom, Dad, sisters, grandparents, aunts, uncles, 
and cousins—took a weeklong vacation in 
Tennessee in the Smokey Mountains. Most of the 
week was spent riding go-carts, playing miniature 
golf, and eating ridiculous quantities of food, but 
my most clear memory of the week was the black 
bear we encountered at our condo. To the best of 
my recollection, this particular beast was about 16 
feet tall and weighed several tons, although my 
memory might be failing me in this regard, 
because I was quite small at the time. Anyway, 
one day, a few of us, I don’t even remember the 
group, went out to do something, I also don’t 
remember the activity. What I do remember, 
however, is that upon our return we had to sit in 
the car for 5 or 10 minutes because there was a 
bear between the driveway and the condo. This 
bear was feasting on our garbage, throwing paper 
plates and napkins around and munching on scraps 
of pizza crust and leftover sausage from breakfast. 
The experience was exhilarating, like we had free 
passes to the most dangerous and irresponsibly 
managed zoo in all of existence. 

Eventually, the bear wandered off, and we 
retreated back into the condo without incident. 
Later that week, we saw the bear, or at least a 
similar-looking bear, through the back window of 
the house, roaming around just a few feet from us, 
separated only by some plywood, vinyl siding, and 
glass. That was my first and only experience with 
a “real” bear, outside of a zoo. This week, several 
Adair County residents experienced that same 
feeling, when they had their own encounters with 
a beast that is not meant to interact with humans. 

I greatly enjoyed hearing everyone’s stories this 
week, as several people shared their bear 
encounters with me. Hopefully the beast-that-I- 
saw-on-vacation-as-a-kid-showing-up-in-Adair- 
County theme does not continue though, because 
just a couple years after the bear incident, on a 
similar family vacation, this time in Florida, we 
ran into an alligator. Just to be safe, I’m staying 
away from Russell Creek for the next few weeks.

Precious People, through years of counseling 
experience with individuals and families, I have 
concluded there are far too many family members mad 
at, not talking to, not relating well to one another or 
worse, not relating at all. At first glance, that could be a 
negative factor if one wanted family in their lives. With 
that consciousness, I have an idea, what if we re¬ 
created our family? Obviously, blood relatives are not 
the only means by which we love people. That is the 
space where, Pam Houston, author of Contents May 
Have Shifted (2012), fondly terms her experience as 
family re-creation versus procreation. She describes her 
parents as alcoholics, abusive and neglectful. Her 
parents sound like many stories shared in counseling. 
Therefore, I have developed a theory: there are some 
people that just didn’t get the parenting gene in their 
DNA wiring. 

Throughout my life, I have adopted Precious People 
as we have crossed paths and needed one another. 
Some come and go - others have stayed throughout my 
adult life (remember, I am a Kentucky immigrant from 
Georgia). Long ago I learned that I have an immense 
capacity to love children (as my own) even before I 
gave birth to my one son. Through experience, I believe 
the capacity to love others as my own is innate—or 
maybe I just grew into it. 

My family of origin had the usual number of 
successes and breakdowns. My parents fought a lot and 
finally divorced one another. Toward the end of their 
lives, they became friends and our family healed from 
the earlier scars that plagued our emotional health. 
After many years of counseling (my own and 
counseling others), I’ve discovered my family was not 
unique in our struggles. With that said, I’ve never really 
felt the need to adopt another set of parents - although, 
it could easily be done. 

In this modem world with modem families which are 
reconstituted, recapitulated and reconstructed, 
confusion abounds with who’s-who and who’s-not- 
who’s. Many families struggle with anger and hurt over 
this one or that one gets more attention than me. And 
so, we have the “I’ll show them” mentality which can 
end really well or really badly. Family is a dynamic 
which can easily breed disaster. 

In my own experience, there is a young lady I 
consider to be my daughter. I adopted her (not legally, 
emotionally) years ago when she was around 9 years 
old. She now has 3 children and I love them as 
grandchildren. There are more children I consider my 
children. Ten years later, my first blood grandbaby was 
bom - Angel. She has an older sister, a younger sister 
and brother. All are my grandchildren. Then, my son 
married and they have two children -Tyler and Trevor. 
Yes, my grandchildren. I love all the grandchildren, 
some blood; some, not a drop. And what I’ve found is 
love has no boundaries. 

My point is if you want to enrich the lives of 
Precious People that have a need, then, just pour 
yourself into the life of someone. You will certainly 
know when you have found the right one(s). One thing 
I know for sure -you never mn out of the ability to love 
more people. Your task is simple: Look around - there 
is always someone who needs You! Yes, You, Precious 
Person.

Mr. Zach Samuels, who was nominated by the Democratic 
Committee of Adair County for Coroner, respectfully declines to 
accept the nomination as he is a Prohibitionist... 

Mr. W.R. Myers informs us that he will put in a larger engine in 
the electric light plant... 

Mrs. T.J. Kratzer has opened a dress making establishment over 
Hughes & Coffey’s store... 

Henry Clay Loy, an old colored man is the greatest pumper in 
Adair. He kept 10,000 people watered [at the fair last week]. 

It seems that the people of the county are determined that the 
next Assessor shall come from Cane Valley. The Prohibition 
nominee is W.S. Dudgeon; the Democratic, TJ. Smith; and the 
Republican, Geo. Pike, all of Cane Valley. 

Bom to the wife of Mark Wilson, the 26th, a son. 

Mrs. Judith Brown, of Louisville, is visiting Miss Tilla [Tillie] 
Trabue for the first time in 61 years. Mrs. Brown was reared in 
Greensburg, and her grandfather, Daniel Trabue, was one of the 
men who laid out this town, Mrs. Brown is delighted with 
Columbia. 

Horrible Accident-Miss Dollie Vannoy, of Stanford, Dashed 
from a Buggy and Instantly Killed-Remains Conveyed to 
Stanford-A distressing accident, resulting in the death of Miss 
Dollie Vannoy, of Stanford, occurred here last Monday at 10 ajn. 
She and her sister, Miss Mary, were in a buggy with Mr. Twyman 
Atkins and they were driving to the residence of Mr. John B. 
Coffey to bid Mrs. Coffey goodbye before leaving for Stanford. 
When near the residence, the horse became frightened and Mr. 
Atkins and Miss Dollie were dashed out, resulting in the latter 
getting her neck broken, killing her instantly. Miss Mary had 
already alighted from the vehicle and was not hurt, neither was Mr. 
Atkins. The deceased was a niece of Col. TP. Hill, of Stanford, and 
great niece of Mr. HP. Thurman, of this county. Miss Dollie, the 
dead girl, was in college and her older sister recently graduated 
from a noted institution of learning. The young man who was 
driving the girls and the surviving sister are distressed beyond 
expression, and the whole community is in the deepest sympathy. 
The remains were conveyed to Stanford. 

Miss Dollie Vannoy, who was accidentally killed here last 
Monday, was a room mate in college of Miss Pearl Montgomery, 
who lost her life in the same way while visiting in Barren County a 
few months ago. 

Geo. R. Follis-Last Sunday night at 8:30 the subject of this 
writing, after being in declining health for two years, calmly and 
resignedly met his God. He was bom in the house where the end 
came, in 1873, and would have been thirty-two years old had he 
lived until the first day of November. He was the youngest son of 
John F. and Melvina HP. Follis, and with the exception of a few 
months, his whole life was spent in this community...Since the 
death of his father, he had been the sole support of his step-mother 
and half brother and half sister... He was a printer by profession 
and was connected with this office for about three years... His 
father, mother, and two sisters preceding him to the grave a number 
of years ago, but leaves a step-mother, three full brothers, and a 
half brother and half sister... He was also a nephew of J.E. and 
C.H. Murrell. The funeral services were held at the Presbyterian 
Church Monday...interment in the city cemetery. 

Lucien Webster, of Campbellsville, who was well-known here, 
was killed at Moore’s Station in Pennsylvania last Wednesday, 
being crushed to death between two [railroad] cars. For several 
years Webster has been the only male member of the St. Louis 
Stars, Female Base ball club, and was with this club when the 
accident occurred. 

In reporting the killing of James Surratt, in Cumberland County, 
by Dave Bowen, we did not get the location right. He was killed on 
Willis Creek near a United Brethren Church, and Rev. Thomas 
Hadley was conducting a meeting at the time. He was shot with a 
breech loading shot gun, fifty-six bullets entering his limbs and 
body. 

Minnie King, daughter of Nelson King, of color, of the Joppa 
neighborhood, died last week of heart trouble. 

Mr. Lucien Webster, son of Capt. R.A. Webster, C-ville, was 
killed at Moore’s Station, Pennsylvania, by being crushed between 
the freight station and the parlor car, in which the base ball club 
travels. He was a member of the St. Louis Stars Female Base ball 
club. His remains were shipped to Campbellsville for interment.

of the financial discussions 
occurred near the end of 
Tuesday night’s gathering, when 
Magistrate Daryl Flatt broached 
the topic of a recent switch in 
employee payment from hourly 
wages to salaried compensation. 

“I know it’s going to upset 
some people, but last month we 
did something that I don’t 
believe was properly explained,” 
he began. “We put two employ¬ 
ees on salary, and when you fig¬ 
ure it, it comes out to about a 
four dollar per hour raise. I’d 
like to move that back to 
hourly.” 

Judge Stephens, whose cho¬ 
sen staff represents the employ¬ 
ees in question, insisted upon 
the need to keep the pay at a 
fixed salary in order to ensure 
that the county’s hired admin¬ 
istrators are of the quality 
expected from their positions. 

“I either bring people in and 
spend a lot of time and money 
training them and county busi¬ 
ness suffers, or I can bring in 
qualified people,” Stephens 
explained. “I’m hired by the 
people. They hired me for my 
administrative ability. I have no 
agenda of accelerated salaries, 
but I can tell you if you are 
going to do work today you 
have to have trained people.” 

Stephens elaborated that he 
and his employees often work 
15-hour days, well over their 
salaried amount, but ultimately 
stuck true to his pledge to be a 
representative of those who 
elected him. 

“We were all hired by the 
people, and I will conform to 
their wishes,” he said. 

A vote was held to amend the 
job back to an hourly wage, with 
Magistrates Reeder, Baker, Flatt 
and Coffey voting to make the 
change, while Magistrates 
Caldwell and Hadley, as well as 
Stephens, voted to keep the pay 
at a fixed salary. 


“The reason I voted against it 
is because I believe that 
employee morale is much better 
with salary,” Hadley added. 

“I just want to give us the 
ability to cut back and control 
wages if the need arises,” Flatt 
said after his motion passed. 

In other significant news from 
Tuesday’s meeting, Stephens 
opened a discussion about an 
Administration Code of Policies 
and Procedures, of which he 
requested a first reading. The 
122-page document is designed 
to outline the county’s policy 
and procedure regarding every 
avenue of its operation. 

“This is essentially a state¬ 
ment of how we do things,” the 
Judge-Executive explained. “It’s 
very important for audits. When 
an audit comes, they are not 
concerned with what you say, 
but with what you have written 
down. We have written it 
down.” 

The document was created 
after a recent trip by Stephens 
and members of his staff to a 
meeting in Madisonville, where 
he says various government offi¬ 
cials, including those from the 
IRS, FBI and Dept, of 
Homeland Security, stressed the 
importance of having such 
things outlined clearly. 

“There were people there I 
had no idea were involved in 
county government,” Stephens 
joked. “The State Auditor said 
you don’t have to have one, that 
they can just come in and find 
what they want and leave you 
the bill, or you can have this 
document.” 

Magistrates Baker and Flatt 
requested more time to peruse 
the lengthy creation before giv¬ 
ing it an official first reading, 
and Deputy Judge-Executive 
Holly Grimsley added that the 
county has potential conflicts 
with Dept, of Labor laws, and 
that these major changes will be 


needed to align with those. 
Magistrate Caldwell voiced his 
support for making the nec¬ 
essary changes, and Treasurer 
Barry Corbin said that after sit¬ 
ting through the day of meet¬ 
ings, there are definitely updates 
that Adair County needs to 
make. The motion passed for the 
first reading of the document. 

Also at Tuesday’s meeting, 
the Fiscal Court: 

•Heard from County Clerk 
Lisa Greer, who asked to amend 
her full time salaries down to 
part time and overtime, but said 
that the switch would not change 
the overall budget. She also pre¬ 
sented the Court with a check 
for approximately $15,000 that 
came from the conclusion of a 
recent audit. Stephens com¬ 
mended Greer and former Clerk 
Joyce Rogers for the difference 
in excess fees between their 
office and those of surrounding 
counties. Greer also requested a 
five-percent pay raise for her 
employees if any raises were 
given to any county employees. 
She closed her remarks by shar¬ 
ing that dog licenses are cur¬ 
rently available at the animal 
shelter. 

•Performed a second reading 
of the budget amendment, which 
received $517,951 more than 
originally budgeted for. 

•Re-established a road already 
taken by the county in 1991, 
according to minutes from a 
meeting held in that year. 
According to Flatt, the road has 
a CR number and has been 
maintained by the county for 
years, but a dispute had been 
going for over three years 
regarding the road. 

•Reappointed Barry Corbin as 
Treasurer at the recommen¬ 
dation of Judge Stephens. 
Stephens and many of the mag¬ 
istrates praised Corbin’s work 
and performance and the rec¬ 
ommendation passed unani¬ 


mously. 

•Moved Greg Thomas to full¬ 
time 911 dispatch at the same 
rate of pay. 

•Moved Jason Upchurch to 
part time 911 Director at 24 
hours per week at a rate of $10 
per hour. The Court then moved 
to change the job description of 
the position to mandate that 
eight hours per week be spent 
managing dispatch. 

•Tabled a discussion about 
rotating magistrates among dif¬ 
ferent committees. Currently, 
magistrates remain on their cho¬ 
sen committees for the duration 
of their term. 

•Heard from Tony Rose on 
behalf of the Extension Office, 
updating the Court on a budget 
amendment in which the office 
brought in $37,000 more than 
they accounted for. Rose 
informed the Court that the 
money was placed in a reserve 
line item at the end of the 
budget. 

•Voted to sell both a recently 
purchased tractor, with a reserve 
of $10,000, as well as a tractor 
in need of repair, in order to pur¬ 
chase one that meets the 
county’s needs. 

•Appointed Mitchell Poff to 
the Board of Assessments to 
replace Veronica Mouser when 
her term expires next week. 

•Appointed Toni Humphress 
to the Search and Rescue Board 
on a one year appointment to fill 
a term. 

•Approved the purchase of 
property adjacent to the 911 
building for $32,000. 

•Opened and approved bids 
for road materials. 

•Approved a Theron-Akin 
bridge engineering contract with 
Gregory Eastham for $3,550. 

•Heard reports from mag¬ 
istrate committees as well as the 
Sheriff, Jailer, and Treasurer. 

All Magistrates except Harold 
Burton were present for the 
meeting.

The former politician spoke at 
length about his family, his 
history and the importance of 
heritage. 

“I’m about as Kentucky as 
you can get,” Chandler began. 
“My family has been around 
these parts for a very long time, 
and this is a very, very special 
place to me. I want to pass along 
our great heritage to our young 
people.” 

The Kentucky Humanities 
Council, of which Chandler is 
the director, is the Kentucky 
branch of a nationwide 
endowment for the humanities 
project, and serves to preserve 
the state’s deep history, while 
also educating and entertaining 
citizens of the Bluegrass in the 
process. The Council produces a 
bi-annual magazine featuring 
various stories about the history 


and culture of the state, typically 
written by Kentucky authors. 

Notably, the Council’s 
signature Chautauqua program 
features over 30 well-known and 
sometimes lesser-known but still 
important historical figures, 
ranging from Abraham Lincoln 
and Daniel Boone to Colonel 
Sanders and Adolph Rupp. The 
program allows actors, dressed 
in historical clothes, to assume 
the role of the legendary figures, 
traveling to various communities 
and schools to tell that 
character’s story from the first- 
person perspective.

Traveling bear creates quite a stir in Columbia

For the past several years, 
there’s been numerous re¬ 
ported sightings of black bears 
in various areas of Adair 
County. Very few, if any of the 
sightings have had docu¬ 
mented proof, though, and 
skeptics have dismissed them. 

But, a sighting of a black 
bear inside the city limits of 
Columbia on Friday morning 
has been confirmed by Fish 
and Wildlife officials, and it’s 
appearance created quite a stir 
among residents. 

The bear was seen around 9 
a.m. off Burkesville Street 
between the new post office 
and Taylor Avenue.

Dispatchers at the Columbia State 
Police post said that they received a 
call from a resident late Tuesday

“Black bears are primarily 
vegetarians, so they shouldn’t be 
attacking pets or livestock, or 
people,’’ he said. “And, all the 
reports we received about this bear 
said it wasn’t acting aggressively. 

“It might be hard to convince 
people, but the bear is probably 
more afraid of us that we are of 
him,” he noted. 

And, just in case someone sees a 
bear and decides to take a shot at it, 
Harris said to remind people that 
black bears are protected in 
Kentucky, and it’s against the law to 
kill one.

“I warned two or three neighbors that it was in the 
backyard,” James Harvey says. “It crossed the fence, over into 
the neighbor’s woods. George Rice and his grandkids and I 
watched him go across about three fields.” 

Barely more than an hour after the Harveys’ encounter, 
Mike and Alice Curry saw the bear on their property, just a 
few miles down the road from the Harvey residence. 

“Mike was out at the barn, and [our son] Kyle had told him 
that James had seen it just up the road,” Alice says. “He just 
looked out and saw it running across the tobacco patch.” 

Alice was inside at the time, and Mike picked her up in an 
off-road vehicle to see if they could get a better glimpse. 

“Mike said I had to come with him because no one would 
believe him if he saw it by himself,” Alice says. 

Having already moved on from Curry’s property, the couple 
turned down Brockman Road and spotted the bear near a 
relative’s driveway, before it again disappeared into the 
woods. Like Harvey, Curry took a cellphone photograph. 

Curry says she is still shocked to have seen a bear in Adair 
County. 

“I just couldn’t believe it,” she says. “You know, you look 
out and see a deer every now and then and that’s neat, but a 
bear? You just never think of something like that around here.” 

Brian Gray, a biologist with the state Dept, of Fish and 
Wildlife, says the bear’s presence is not a great safety risk, but 
urges caution for those that might be in the animal’s vicinity. 

“I’d just ask that people keep their garbage up until its time 
for it to be picked up,” Gray says. “Don’t give your dog more 
food than it will eat at any one time. We want to eliminate any 
easy food source to make [the bear] want to settle down and 
stay here.” 

Gray says the bear in Adair County is a yearling male, and 
is just passing through. 

“He’s just roaming, because he’s basically a teenager,” Gray 
says of the bear’s stage of development. “He may choose a 
spot and stay for a few days or a week, but then he’s moving 
through. He might have already moved through.” 

Gray says that the bear’s presence in Adair County, while 
not typical, is also not a cause for concern. 

“It’s just a random occurrence—it might happen every two 
or three years, sometimes more often, sometimes less,” Gray 
says. “The closest female population is in Wayne County, and 
there are no known females here, so he won’t be here 
permanently.” 

Gray describes the bear’s behavior as “normal” for a bear of 
that age. 

“He’s just roaming through, trudging around and eating and 
looking for food,” Gray says. “He’s being a good bear.”

The black bear that caused a stir across the county early this 
week with its mere existence was the latest, but not the first 
bear to rise to fame in Columbia. 

That distinction belongs to Hobart, a black bear that Haskin 
Coomer owned in the early to mid 1960s. Hobart was a 
mainstay at Coomer’s building supply store, an attraction 
among customers that became popular for his affinity for soft 
drinks and other, stronger beverages. 

“People used to come by and give him Cokes and get a kick 
out of watching him drink them,” remembers Susan Willis, 
Coomer’s granddaughter. “My grandma hated it, but all the 
people at the store loved it.” 

Hobart lived in Adair County for about two years, perhaps 
the longest a bear’s made residence in this county in more than 
100 years, but an incident with Willis, when she was 9 years 
old, led to the bear’s necessary relocation. 

“They always told me not to carry a drink around in front of 
it, so of course I did,” Willis recalls. “He took it from me and 
sat on me and started drinking it. They beat it with a broom 
and I was yelling for them to stop because he wasn’t hurting 
me.” 

After the stolen drink episode, Coomer decided to find a 
new home for Hobart, finding an appropriate living situation 
for the bear in Indiana. It is believed that Hobert was the last 
permanent bear resident in Adair County.

Lindsey Wilson College Seeks Host Families For College’s International Students 


Lindsey Wilson College’s Sabine Eastham wants area families to 
help make ripples during the 2015-16 school year. 

Eastham, who is the college’s director of international student 
programs, is looking for area families participate in LWC’s 
“International Friendship Program” and serve as host families for 
LWC’s international students during 2015-16. 

The liberal arts college expects to enroll about 100 international 
students from more than 36 countries when the 2015-16 school year 
gets underway in mid-August. The “International Friendship 
Program” matches international students with area families who are 
willing to host the students during the school year. 

“It’s about about encouraging families in the region to become 
part of the international friendship program by becoming host 
families,” Eastham said. “It would be wonderful to find a host 


family for each international student and show our international 
students a small slice of American life.” 

Eastham said that area host families have a “ripple effect” on 
international students’ lives by affecting how they experience 
American culture. 

“When area families get involved with our international students, 
they become part of a ripple effect,” she said. “They play a big part 
in introducing international students to American life. Sharing local 
and family traditions with international students will help them 
understand what America is all about. They are young, they are here 
in Columbia, and they are eager to learn about American life 
beyond the college campus.” 

Eastham said that becoming a host family also “means you will 
bring another culture into your home, open your own children’s 


eyes to the wider world and feel a sense of pride in sharing your 
traditions.” 

Host families do not house international students. Rather they 
agree to have regular contact with the students throughout the 
school year, Eastham said. 

“It usually involves having them to your house a few times a year 
for a meal or special event and checking in on them periodically to 
make sure they are adjusting to American life,” she said. “When our 
college’s international students return to their home country, they 
will tell their family all about America and what they have found 
here in Columbia with their host family.”

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ACHS Students Raise Money For Godsey Family

Adair County High School students in Beta and National Honor 
Society, along with the clubs’ sponsors — Sheila Willis and Dawn 
Baker—gathered at ACHS Saturday morning, just a few hours after 
many of the students left project graduation, to take part in a 5K 
walk/run fundraiser for the family of Michael Godsey. 

Godsey, a science teacher at the school, was critically injured 
March 24 when he was riding his bike on Knifley Road and was 
struck by a car.

With 72 athletes participating in the race, the large turnout helped 
raise more than $3,000 for Godsey and his family. A list of winners 
is not currently available, but as Willis says: “It really wasn’t about 
winning. It was about being there to support that family.”

Among the thousands of 
fantastic things about sports is the 
nature of the sports calendar. We 
are not all experiencing our 
favorite games and contests on a 
straight line that leads to infinity, 
but rather as yearly cycles that 
allow for even the most 
downtrodden of fans to begin 
anew and full of hope the next 
season. In most cases, time and 
the law of averages play out to 
create a sports landscape where 
most possible outcomes happen at least every several years. 

In the most extreme examples, however, there can be 
generational droughts that span the occurrence of a major sports 
accomplishment and its repeated mark. Such was the case with 
horse racing’s fabled Triple Crown until last Saturday when 
American Pharoah bested the Belmont field to complete the 
sport’s ultimate showcase. Before Saturday, it had been 38 years 
since a horse had won the Triple Crown. I remember hearing 
about it all of my life, every time a strong horse won the 
Kentucky Derby or especially after the magnificent beast took 
down the first two legs of the potential trio of races. 

And yet, now that it’s happened, it all feels a little 
underwhelming. Actually, it feels a lot underwhelming. In our 
haste and fervor to see history, it appears that the notion of rarity 
was confused for actual interest. It goes without saying that horse 
racing has long been a niche sport in this country, and that even 
in the state most famous for the sport, we enjoy it best when 
limited to three Saturdays in the summer that require only 
passive attention. Even knowing that, the lack of, well, anything, 
regarding American Pharoah’s victory is surprising. 

Sandwiching Saturday’s race, Games 1 and 2 of the NBA 
Finals featured the Golden State Warriors, who last won a title in 
1975, squaring off with the Cleveland Cavaliers, who last won a 
title...uh, never. As of press time, the series is 2-1, Cavs, but 
regardless of who hoists the hardware in the coming days, a 
drought greater than the Triple Crown will be flooded away. 

Both fan bases are already ecstatic, of course. The Cavs are 
celebrating LeBron’s return home and hoping to wash away the 
disappointment of his previous stint in a city with no professional 
sports titles in more than a half-century. Warriors fans, long 
praised as some of the best in the NBA even when the team was 
awful for much of the previous 20 years, feel as if they deserve 
their first championship since Gerald Ford was thrust into the 
Presidency. 

In television coverage before or after the games, the entire 
downtown area surrounding the arenas has been a complete zoo 
in both cities, and everything from passionate social media posts 
to legitimate news stories about longtime fans who are cheering 
for either the first or second title of their lifetimes, has created 
this atmosphere of bubbling desire. 

That is interest, and it has little to do with the small difference 
in a 3 8-year window of no Triple Crown compared to a 40-year 
gap between Warriors titles. Instead, the anticipation exists 
because these people have actually spent the past handful of 
decades actively following, cheering on, and hoping for a 
championship for their team, their city and themselves. 

I’m obviously not attempting to explain why a league like the 
NBA is more popular than horse racing any more than I would 
need to explain why we prefer ice cream to asparagus. But it does 
raise a larger point that makes a larger statement about team 
sports versus individual ones. 

For as popular as an individual like Tiger Woods or Rafael 
Nadal may be, their following, and especially their sport, never 
climbs to the level of the NFF, NBA, MFB or even the two 
major college sports. The same is true with UFC or boxing. 
There may be occasional excitement, like we saw recently with 
the Mayweather/Pacquiao slow dance, but it wanes quickly 
because there is no investment there. 



Kimberland Named 
CBA Playoff MVP

Trampe 
finished 2015 with 78 hits, a 
team-high 19 doubles, 12 home 
runs and a team-best 85 RBIs, 
while striking out just 10 times 
in 194 at bats. Her 85 RBIs were 


the most in the NAIA in 2015. 

In her first season with the 
Blue Raiders, Showers led the 
team with a .455 batting 
average, 87 runs scored, 86 hits, 
18 home runs and a .852 
slugging percentage. Showers 
ranked No. 1 in the nation in 
total bases (161) and runs 
scored, No. 4 in RBIs and No. 5 
in total hits and home runs. 

Hood earns her second- 
straight Second Team selection. 
She concludes 2015 with a 1.85 
earned run average and a 21-3 
record including a 5-1 mark at 
the NAIA World Series. Hood 
finished with 19 complete 
games, 177.2 innings and 223 
strikeouts, which ranked 10th 
most in the nation. 

Hood concludes her Findsey 
Wilson career as the program’s 
all-time leader in appearances, 
starts, complete games, wins, 
saves, shutouts, innings pitched 


and strikeouts. 

Bryan earns her first All- 
American selection completing 
the season with a 19-2 record 
and 1.76 ERA. She had 15 
complete games, two saves, 108 
strikeouts and just 24 walks in 
127.1 innings. 

Firestein becomes just the 
fifth player in program history to 
earn Honorable Mention honors. 

In her first season with 
Findsey Wilson, she started all 
61 games while batting .383 
with 77 runs, 77 hits and 23 
stolen bases. Her 77 runs scored 
were the second most in the 
nation behind Showers. 

Auburn-Montgomery’s (Ala.) 
Cassie Jones was named the 
Player of the Year and Saint 
Xavier’s (Ill.) Nicole 
Nonnemacher was named the 
Pitcher of the Year for the 
second-straight season. 

The quintet of Blue Raiders 


helped lead Findsey Wilson to 
its most successful season in 
program history, achieving 53 
wins including 3 3-consecutive 
victories, and finishing as the 
national runner-up at the NAIA 
Softball World Series. 


That’s the case with horse racing and with those other 
individual sports. The focal point is more about the short-term 
athlete than the long-term franchise or program, which is tied to a 
city, to a people, to a history and tradition—things that endure, 
even through decades of disappointment. 

So while it’s interesting to see history made, and American 
Pharoah accomplished something no horse in 38 years had 
managed to do, it wasn’t American Pharoah who failed the 
previous 37 times. It wasn’t his hometown that felt the sting of 
defeat before celebrating the joy of victory. There were no small 
children who felt this was finally the year he’d break through. 

Ultimately, that’s why we love our teams. We’re invested in 
the outcomes. We’ve followed the journey. We suffered through 
the pain in order to experience the payoff. That can’t be 
replicated or manufactured elsewhere, no matter how many 
lengths separate first place from the field.

Poison Hemlock 
Spreading in Adair 

In recent years, poison hemlock has become abundant near many roadsides and has started to 
become populated in some pastures and hayfields. The increasing population of poison hemlock seems 
to continue in 2015 as many non-farm clientele have made inquiries with the Extension Office in 
recent weeks concerning the plant. Poison Hemlock is ubiquitous along East HWY 80 and North 
HWY 55. Many farmers have commented that poison hemlock is the new thistle, comparing plants for 
sharing the ability to spread rapidly through the countryside. 

According to Dr. J.D. Green, UK Weed Scientist, poison hemlock can be toxic if ingested by 
livestock. Cattle, goats and horses are considered to be the most susceptible animals but other animals 
can consume it. If ingested, poisoning symptoms appear within 30 minutes to two hours, depending on 
several factors including the animal species and quantity consumed. Lethal doses for cattle range 
between 0.2 and 0.5 percent of the animal’s weight. Poisoning symptoms include nervousness, 
trembling, muscle weakness, loss of coordination, pupil dilation, coma and eventually death from 
respiratory failure. If ingested by a pregnant animal, it can cause fetal deformities. 

The best time of the year to effectively control poison hemlock using herbicides is in the early 
spring when plants are smaller and in the rosette growth stage. In the rosette growth stage, plants can 
be more difficult to find since poison hemlock is growing close to the ground. However, the plant can 
still be easily recognized while walking pastures and hayfields due to its parsley-like leaves. 

In late May and early June, Poison Hemlock matures producing flowers and eventually seeds. Plants 
should be mowed prior to seed production to prevent spreading. If found while cutting and baling hay, 
efforts should be taken to make sure plants are not baled and introduced into livestock’s hay supply. 

Realizing the significant spread of Poison Hemlock throughout Kentucky, in 2014 the Kentucky 
legislature revised the state’s noxious weed law KRS 176.051 to include Poison Hemlock. In 
accordance, the Kentucky Transportation Cabinet will control Poison Hemlock on state-owned right of 
way at the request of the adjoining property owner. Landowners adjacent to state right of way and who 
are involved in control efforts on their property can submit a written application to the highway district 
office for assistance.

SUMMARY OF BOND RESOLUTION 
I. TITLE. 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF COLUMBIA, 

KENTUCKY AUTHORIZING AND PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE OF THE 

CITY OF COLUMBIA, KENTUCKY EDUCATIONAL DEVELOPMENT 

REFUNDING REVENUE BONDS (LINDSEY WILSON COLLEGE PROJECT) 

SERIES 2015. 

II. SUMMARY. 

As required by KRS 103.210, I hereby certify that a Resolution, the title of which is the 
foregoing, was enacted by the City Council of the City of Columbia, Kentucky, at a regular meeting 
on June 1, 2015, and that the following is a summary of the provisions of said Resolution. The 
Resolution: 

A. Authorizes and approves the issuance of the City of Columbia, Kentucky Educational 
Development Refunding Revenue Bonds (Lindsey Wilson College Project), Series 2015 in an 
aggregate principal amount not to exceed $9,340,000 (the ’’Bonds") for the purpose of refunding and 
refinancing the outstanding City of Columbia, Kentucky Educational Development Revenue Bonds 
(Lindsey Wilson College Project), Series 2009, dated November 30, 2009 (the "Series 2009 
Bonds"), the proceeds of which assisted in financing the costs of constructing and equipping of (i) 
a 73,000 square foot Wellness Center, (ii) an outdoor sports complex, (iii) a 12,400 square foot field 
house, (iv) a new 6,200 square foot facility to house the physical plant operations staff (maintenance 
and housekeeping) and (v) other general campus improvements including parking facilities, 
renovations to student housing and academic buildings (collectively the "Project") owned and 
operated by Lindsey Wilson College, Inc. (the "College"). 

B. Authorizes and approves the execution of (1) a Loan Agreement (the "Loan 
Agreement"), whereby the proceeds of the Bonds will be used by the College, and whereby the 
Bonds will be retired from loan payments to be received from the College, and a lien against the 
College’s facilities will be granted as security for such Bonds, as set forth in KRS 103.200 through 
103.285, inclusive; (2) a Trust Indenture from the City to First & Farmers National Bank, Inc., as 
trustee (the "Trustee"), whereby the Bonds will be secured by a foreclosable mortgage lien on the 
site of the College, including an assignment by the City to the Trustee of all rights of the City in and 
to the Loan Agreement; and (3) a Bond Purchase Agreement setting forth the terms of the sale of 
the Bonds. 

C. Provides that the maximum principal amount of Bonds which may be outstanding at 
any one time shall be $9,340,000. 

D. Designates First & Farmers National Bank, Inc., as Trustee for the bondowners and 
authorizes the Trustee to make procedures for the disbursement of the Bond proceeds. 

E. Authorizes the Mayor and other City officials to take any other necessary action, 
including executing the appropriate arbitrage certifications, to effect the issuance and delivery of 
the Bonds. 

F. Provides that the Bonds will not be a general obligation of the City, but will be 
payable solely out of the revenues of the College, including loan payments received under the Loan 
Agreement. 

G. Provides that the Resolution shall be effective upon the publication of this Notice of 
Enactment and Summary of Bond Resolution. (Signed) Rhonda Loy, City Clerk.
